amongſt People in this Age than in paſt 


Ages, often troubled me while I was a 


Child, 

A Thing remarkable in my Childhood 
was, that once, going to a Neighbour's 
Houſe, I ſaw, on the Way, a Rebin fitting 
on her Neſt, and as I came near ſhe went 
off, but. having young ones, fl-w about, 
and with many Cries expreſſed her Concern 


tor them; I ſtood and threw Stones at her, 


till, one ſtriking her, ſne fell down dead: 


At firſt I was pleaſed with the Exploit, but | 


after a few Minutes was ſeized with Horror, 
as having, in a ſportive Way, killed an in- 
nocent Creature while ſhe was careful for 
her Young : I beheld her lying dead, and 
thought theſe young ones, for which ſhe 
was lo careſul, muft now: periſh for want of 
their Dam to nouriſh- them; and, after 
ſome painſul Conſiderations on the Subject, 
climbed up the Tree, took all the young 
Birds, and killed them; ſuppeſing that 
better than to leave them to pine away and 
die miſerably: And believed, in this Caſe,

tender Mercies of the Wicked are cruel.” 
I then went on my Errand, but, for ſome 
Hours, could think of little elſe but the 
Cruelties I had committed, and was much 
troubled.

Tu Med: ſhe was a virtuous Woman, and ge-

Worſnip and Diſcipline; and found an En-

ginia 3 and, being thoughtful about a Com- 
panion, 1 expreſſed it to my beloved Friend, 

Isaac AnpREws, who then told me chat 


be had Drawings to the ſame Places; alſo 


to go through Maryland, Virginia, and Ca- 
rolina. After conſiderable Time paſt, and 
ſeveral Conferences with him, I felt eaſy. to 
accompany him throughout, if Way opened 
for it. I opened the Caſe in our Monthly- 
meeting; and, Friends expreſſing their 


Unity. therewith, we obtained Certificates to 


travel as Companions ; his from git, 


and mine from Burlington. 


We left our Province on the twelfth Day 


of the third Month, in the Year 1746, and 


had ſeveral Meetings in the upper Part of 


Cbeſter County, and near Lancuſter; in 
- fome of which, the Love of Chriſt prevail- 


ed, , us rogether in his Scryice. Then

we croſſed the River Suſſuebannab, and had 
ſeveral Meetings in a ne Settlement, called 


the Red. Lands; the oldeſt of which, as 1 


was informed, did not exceed ten Years, It 
is the poorer Sort of People that commonly 
begin to improve remote Deſarts: With a 
ſmall Stock they have Houſes to build, 
Lands to clear and ferce, Corn to raiſe, 
Clothes to provide, and Children to edu- 
cate 3 that Friends, who viſit ſuch, may 

well ſympathiſe with them in their Hard- 
 -ſhips in the Wildernefs ; and though the beſt 
Entertainment ſuch can give may ſeem coarſe 
to ſome who are uſed to Cities, or old ſettled 
Places, it becomes the Diſciples of Chriſt to 
be content with it. Our Hearts were fome- 

times enlarged in the Love of our heaven]: 
Father amongſt theſe People; and the ſweet 
Influence of his Spirit ſupported us 5 5 5 
ſome Difficulties: To him be the Praiſe! 
We paſſed on to Monoquacy, Fairfax, 
Hopewell, and Shanando, and had Mees- 
ings ; ſome of. which were comfortable and 
edifying. From Shanaudo we fet off in the 
Afternoon for the old Settlements of Friends 
in Virginia, and, the firſt Night, we, with 
our Pilot, lodged i in the Woods, our Horſes | 
feeding near us; but he being poorly pro- 
vided with a Horſe, and we young and 
having good Horſes, were iree the next Day 
to part with him; and did fo, In two 
* after, we reached to our Friend John 
Cbeagle's

0 heagle's in Virginia; ſo we took the Meet- 
ings in our Way through Virginia; were, 
in ſome Degree, baptized into a feeling 
Senſe of the Conditions of the People; and 
our Exerciſe in general was more painful 


in theſe old Settlements, than it had been 
amonſt the back Inhabitants : But, through 
the Goodneſs of our heavenly Father, the 
Well of living Waters was, at Times, open- 
ed to our Encouragement and the Retreſh- 


ment of the fincere- hearted. We went on 
to Perquimons, in Nerih - Carolina, bad ſe- 
veral Meetings, , which were large, and 
found ſome Openneſs in thoſe Parts, and 


a hopeful Appearance amongſt the young 
People. So we turned again to Virginia, 


and attended moſt of the Meetings Which we 


had not been at before, labouring amongſt 
Friends in the Love. of Jeſus Chriſt, as 
Ability was given; and thence went to the | 


Mountains, up James-River, to a new Set- 


tlement, and had ſeveral Meetings amongft 
the People, ſome of whom had lately Joined 


in Memberſhip with our Society. 


In our journeying to and tro, we found 
ſome honeſt-hearted Friends, who appeared 


to be concerned for the Cauſe of T ruth 


among a backſliding People. 

From Virginia, we croſſed over the Rive 
Patowmac, at Hoes Ferry, and made a 
general Viſit to the Meetings of Friends on 


the Weltern Shore of Maryland; and were 
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at their Quarterly-meeting. We had ſome 
hard Labour amongſt them, endeavour ing 
to diſcharge our Duty honeſtly as Way 
opened, in the Love of Truth: And thence 
taking ſundry Meetings in our Way, we 


. paſſed homeward ; where, through the Fa- 


vour of divine Providence we reached the 
ſixteenth Day of the ſixth Month, in the 
Tear 1746 3 and I may ſay that, through 
the Aſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, my Com- 
panion and I travelled in Harmony, and 
arted in the Nearneſs of true GREY 

 : , 

Two Things were remarkable to me in 
this Journey; firſt, in Regard to my Enter- 
tainment, when I ate, drank, and lodged at 
free: coſt, with People who lived in Eaſe on 
the hard Labour of their Slaves, I felt 
uneaſy ; and, as my Mind was inward to 
the Lord, 1 found; from Place to Place, 
this Uumleths return upon me, at Times, 
through the whole Vifit. Where the Maſters | 
bore a good Share of the Burthen, and lived 
frugally, fo that their Servants were well 
provided for, and their Labour moderate, I 
felt more eaſy; but where they-lived in a 
coſtiy Way, and laid heavy Burthens on 
their Slaves, my Exerciſe was ol ten great, 


and I frequently had Converſation with 


them, in private, concerning it. Secondly z 
this Trade of importing Slaves from their 
native Country being much encouraged

Soon aſter my Return Home, I felt an 
ee.

Month, in the Year 1746, with the Unity 
of Friends, and in Company with my be- 
loved Friend and Neighbour, PRT ER Ax- 


. DREWS, Brother to my Companion before- 


mentioned, we ſet forward, and viſited 
Meetings generally about Salem, Cape May, 
Great and Litile Egg - Harbour; and had 
Meetings at Barnagat, Mannabocking, and 
Mane. Sguan, and ſo to the Tearly- meeting 


at Shbreuſbury. Through the Goodneſs of 
the Lord Way was opened, and the Strength

She 
was, from her Youth, of a thoughttul Diſ- 
poſition; and very compaſſionate to her 
Acquaintance in their Sickneſs or Diſtreſs, 
being ready to help as far as ſhe could. She 
was "dutiful to her Parents; one Inſtance 
whereof follows: — It happened that ſhe, 
and two of her Siſters, being then near the 
Eſtate of young Women, had an luclina- 
ion: one Firſt- day aſter Meeting, to go on 
a Viſit to ſome other young Women at ſome 
Diſtance off; whoſe Company, I believe, 
would have done them no Good. They 


expreſſed their Deſire to our Parents; who 


were diſſatisfied with the Propoſal, and ſtop- 
ped them. The ſame Day, as my Siſters 
and-l were together, and they talking about 
their Diſappointment, Elizabeth expreſſed 
her Contentment under it; ſigniſying, ſhe 
believed it might be for their Good.

Principles of Virtue, and particularly to 
cheriſſi in us a Spirit of Tenderneſs, not only 
towards poor People, but alſo towards all 
Creatures of which we had the Command. 
After my Return irom Carolina, in the 
Year. 1746, I made ſome Obſervations on 
keeping Slaves, which ſome Time before his 
Deceaſe I ſhewed him; and he peruſed the 
_ Manuſcript, propoſed. a few Alterations, 
and appeared well ſatisfied that I. found a 
Concern on that Account: And in his laft 
Sickneſs, as I was watching with hitn one 
Night, he being ſo far ſpent that there was 
no Expectation of his Recovery, but having 
the perfect Uſe of his Underftanding, he u{k;

Abaſement, with many Tears, my Cries

the- Year '1757, 1 lodged at a Friend's 
. Houſe , and the next Day, being the firſt 
of the Week, was at Potapſco Meeting; 
then croſſed: Patuxent River, and lodged at 
a Public: houſe. On the ninth breakfaſted 
at a Friend's Houſe; ho, afterward;”put- 
ting us a little on gur Way, I had Con- 
verlation with him, in the Fear of the Lord, 
concerning his Slaves; in which my Heart 
was tender, and I uſed much Plainneſs of 
Speech with him, which he appeared to take 
kKindly. We, purſued gur Journey without 
appointing Meetings, being preſſed in Mind 
to be at the Tearly meeting in Virginia; 
Ws in FG traveling on * Road, hay 
te 
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felt a Cry ile 1895 the Center of my Mind, 
thus: 0 Lord, I am a Stranger on the 
Earthy hide not thy Face from me. 

On the eleventh. Day of the fifth. Month, 
ve croſſed the Rivers Patowmack and 
 hannock, and lodged at Port. Royal; and on 
the Way we happening in Company with a 
Colonel of the Militia, ' who appeared to 
be a thoughtful Man, I took Occaſion to 
remark on the Difference in general be- 
twixt a People uſed to labour moderately 
for their Living, training up their Children 
in Frugality and Buſineſs, , and thoſe who 
hve on the Labour of Slaves ; the former, 

in wy View, being the moſt happy Life: 
Wir Wich he <6 }, and meatiened 
the Trouble ariſing ſrom the unto ward, 
ſlathful, Diſpoſition of the Negroes ; ad- 
ding, that one of our Labourers would do 
as much in a Day as two of their Slaves. 
I replied, that free Men, whoſe Minds were 
- properly on their Bufmels, found a Satis- 
faction in improving, cultivating, and pro- 
viding for their Families; but Negroes, la- 
bouring to ſupport others who claim them 
as their Property, and expecting nothing 
but Slavery during Lite, had not the like 
Inducement to be induſtrious. 

After ſome farther Converſation, I id 
chat Men having Power too oſten miſap- 
plied it; that though we made Slaves of 
che 8 and the Turks made Slaves * | 

: the 
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te Cbriſtiam, 1 believed chat Liberty was 


the natural Right of all Men equally: 
Which he did not deny; but ſaid, the 
Lives of the Negroes were ſo wretched in 
their own. Country, that many of them 
lived better here than there: I only ſaid, 
there are great odds, in regard to us, on 
' what Principle we act; and ſo the Conver- 

lation on that Subject ended: And I may 
here add, that another Perſon; ſome Time 
afterward, mentioned the Wretchedneſs of 
the Negroes, occaſioned by their inteſtine 
Wars, as an Argument in Favour of our 
fetching them away for Slaves: To which 
I then replied, if Compaſſion on the Afri- 
_ £845, in Regard to their domeſtic Troudics, 
were the real Motive of our purchaſing 
them, that Spirit of Tenderneſs, being at- 
tended to, would incite us to uſe them 
kindly ; that, as Strangers brought out of 
Affl.ction, their Lives might be happy 
among us; and as they are human Crea- 
tures,” whoſe Souls are as precious as ours, 
and who may receive the ſame Help and 
Comfort from the holy Scriptures as we do, 

we could not omit ſüitable Endeavours to 
inſtruc them therein: But while we mani- 
feſt, by our Conduct, that our Views in 
purchaſing them are to advance ourſelves; 
and while our buying Captives taken in War 
animates thoſe Parties to puſh on that War, 
and increaſe Deſolation amongſt them, jc 
| | ay 
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ay. they live unhappy in Africa, is far from 
being an Argument in our Favour: And I 
farther ſaid, the preſent Circumſtances of 
theſe Provinces to me appear difficult; that 
the Slaves look like a burthenſome Stone 
to ſuch who burthen themſelves with them; 
and that if the white People retain a Re- 
ſolution to prefer their outward Proſpects 
of Gain to all other Conſiderations, and do 
not act conſcientiouſly toward them as tel- 
low Creatures, I believe that Burthen will 
grow heavier and heavier, till Times change 
in a Way diſagreeable to us: At which the 
Perſon appeared very ſerious, and owned, 
that, in conſidering their Condition, and the 
Manner of their Treatment in theſe | Pro- 
vinces, he had ſometimes thought it might 
be juſt in the Almighty ſo to order it. 
Faving thus travelled through Mar yland, 
we came amongſt Friends at Cedar-Creek in 
Virginia, on the 12th Day of the fifth 
Month; and the next Day rode, in Com- 
pany with ſeveral Friends, a Day's Journey 
to Camp. Creet. As I was riding along in 
the Morning, my Mind was deeply affected 
in a Senſe I had of the Want of divine Aid 
to. ſupport me in the various Difficulties: 
which attended me; and, in an uncommon 
Diſtreſs of Mind, I cried in ſecret to the 
Moſt High, O Lord, be merciſul, I beſeech 
thee, to thy afflicted Creature, After 
ome Time, felt inward Relief; and, ſoon. 
| after, 
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avon; a Friend dn y began to tall 
in Support ot the Slave - Trade, and ſaid. 
the e were underſtood to be the Off- 
ring. of Cain, their Blackneſs: being the 


Mark God ſet upon him atter he murdered 


Abel his Brother; that it was the Deſign of 
Providence they ſhould be Slaves, as a Con- 
dition proper to the Race of ſo wicked a 
Man as Cain was: Then another ſpake in 
Support of what - had been ſaid. To all 
Which, I replied; in Subſtance, as follows : 


| That Neub and his Family were all who 


ſurvived the Flood, according to Scripture; 
and, as Noab was of Seth's/Race, the Family 
af Cain was wholly deſtroyed. Ono of them 
ſaid, that after the Flood Ham went to the 
Eand of Ned, and took a Wife; that Nod 
was a Land far diſtant, inhabited by Cain's 
Race, and that the Flood did not reach it; 
and as Ham was ſentenced to be a Servant 
of Servants to his Brethren, theſe two Fami- 
lies, being thus joined, were undoubtedly 
fit only for Slaves. I replied, the Flood 
was a Judgement upon the World for its 
Abominations; and it was granted, that 


Cain's Stock was the moſt ee and 


therefore unreaſonable to ſuppoſe they were 
ſpared: As to Ham's going to the Land of 
Ma for a Wife, no Time being fixed, Nod, 

might be inhabited by ſome of Noab's Fa- 


mily, before Ham married a ſecond Time; 


moreover the Text laith, % That all ed

died that moved upon theEarth.” Gen, vii, 21. 

1 farther reminded 1 how the Prophets 
repeatedly declare, That the Son ſhall not 
ſuffer for the Iniquity of the Father; but 
every one be anſwerable for his own Sins.“ 
J was troubled to perceive the Darkneſs of 
their Imaginations; and in ſome Preſſure 
of Spirit ſaid;, the Love of Eaſe. and Gain 
is the Motive in general for keeping Slaves, 
and Men are wont to take bold e of weak 
Arguments to ſupport a Cauſe which is un- 
reaſonable; and added, 1 have no Intereſt. 
on either Side, ſave only the Intereſt which I 
defire to have in the Truth: And as I believe 
Liberty is their Right, and ſee they are not 
only deprived of it, but treated in other 
Reſpects, with Inhumanity in many Places, 
I believe he, who is a Refuge for the Op- 
preſſed, will, in his own Time, plead their 
Cauſe; and happy will it be for ſuch, as 
walk in -Uprightnels before him: And thus 
our Converſation ended. | 

On the fourteenth Day 5 the fifth Month 
J was at Camp. Creek Monthly- meeting, and 
then rode to the Mountains up James. Kiver, 
and had a Meeting at a Friend's Houſe; in 
both which I felt Sorrow of Heart, and my 
Tears were poured out beſore the Lord, 
who was pleaſed to afford a Degree of 
Strength, by which Way was opened to 
clear my Mind amongſt Friends in thoſe 
Places. F rom: thence I went to Fort- Creek, 
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And 0 to CidiriC C again; at which Place 


had a Meeting; here T found! a tender 


Seed: And as I was preſerved in the Mini- 


ſtry to keep low with the Truth; the ſame. 
Truth in their Hearts anſwered it, that it 


was a Time of mutual no heyy from 
the Preſence of the Lord. I Jodged at 
JauES STAN DIES, Father of WILLIAM 
STANDLEY, one of the young Men who 
ſuffered © Impriſonment at Wincheſter, laſt 


Summer, on Account of their Teſtimony 


againſt: Fighting; and I had ſome” fſaris- 
factory Converſation'with”him concerning it. 
Hence went'to the Swamp Meeting, and to 


Wayanoke Meeting; and then croſſed Fames- 
River, and lodged near Burleigh, From the 


Time of my entering Maryland 1 had been 
much under Sorrow, which ſo increaſed upon 
me, that my Mind was almoſt overwhelm- 
ed; and I may ſay with the Pfalmiſt, « In 
my Diſtteſs J called upon the Lord; and 
cried to my God; who, in infinite Good- 
neſs, looked upon my Affliction, and in 


my private Retirement ſent the Comforter 
for my Relief : For which I xr apes bleſs 
his holy Name. 


The Senfe I had of the State of the 


Churches brought a Weight of Diſtreſs upon 


me : The Gold to me appeared dim, and 
the fine Gold changed; and though this is 


the Caſe too generally, yet the Senſe of it 


in theſe Parts — in a PO Manner,

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borne d upon. me. It appeèared to me, 
that, through: the prevailing of the Spirit of 

this World,” the Minds of many were brought 
to an inward Deſalation; and, inſtead oſ the 
Spirit of Meekneſs, Gentleneſs, and heavenly 
Wiſdom, which are the neceſſary Com- 
panions of the true Sheep of Chriſt, a Spirit 
of Fierceneſs, and the Love of Dominion, 
too generally prevailed. From ſmalbBegin- 
nings in Exrors, great Buildings, by degrees, 


are aid; and from one Age to another are 


more and more ſtrengthened by the general 
Concurrence of the People: and, as Men 
obtain Reputation by their Ptofeſſion of the 

Truth, their Virtues are mentioned as Ar- 
guments in Favonr of general Error, and 


thoſe of leſs Note, to juſtify themſelves, 


ſay, ſuch and ſuch good Men did the like. 
By What other Steps could the People of 
Judah ariſe to that Height in Wickedneſs, 
as to give juſt Ground for the Prophet 1/aiab 
to declare, in the Name of the LAT that 
none calleth for Juſtice, nor any pleadeth 
for Truth.“ -{/aiah lix. 4. or for the Al- 
mighty to call upon the great City of Je- 
ruſalem, juſt before the Babyloniſb Captivity:

Many of the white People 
in thoſe Provinces take little or no Care of 
Negroe Marriages; and, when Negroes 


marry after their own Way, ſome make ſo 


- little Account of thoſe Marriages, that, with 


Views of outward Intereſt, they often part 


Men from their Wives by ſelling them far 
aſunder; which is common when Eſtates are 
ſold by Executors at Vendue. Many, whoſe 


Labour is heavy, being followed, at their 
Buſineſs in the Field, by a Man with a 
Whip, hired for that N have, in 


common, little elſe allowed but one Peck 
of Indian Corn and ſome Salt for one Weck, 
with a few Potatoes; the Potatoes: they 


commonly raiſe by their en on the firſt 
Day of the Weck. 


The Correction, enſuing on their Diſobe- 
dience to Overſeers, or Slothfulneſs in Buſi- 
neſs, is often very ſevere; and ſometimes 


deſperate. * 


The Men and Women have: many Times 
ſcarce Clothes enough to hide their Naked- 
neſs, and Boys and Girls, ten and twelve 
Years old, are often quite naked amongſt 


their Maſter" s Children; Some of our So-

Lights, uſe ſome Endeavours to inſtruct 
thoſe they have in reading; but, in com- 


mon, this is not only neglected, but diſap- 


proved. Theſe are the People by whoſe

the Luxuries of Life: Theſe are the People 
who have made no Agreement to ſerve us, 


and who have not forfeited their Liberty that 
we know of: Theſe are Souls for whom 


Chriſt died, and, for our Conduct toward 
them, we muſt anſwer before him WhO is no 


Reſpe&er of Perſons. 


They who know the only true God, and 
7 Jeſus Chriſt whom he hath ſent, - and: are 


thus acquainted with the merciful, benevo- 
lent Goſpel Spirit, will therein perceive that 
the Indignation of God is \kindled againſt 
Oppreſſion and Cruelty; and, in beholding 
the great Diſtreſs of numerous a People, 
will find Cauſe for Mourning. | 


From my Lodging I went to Butleigh 
Meeting, where I felt my Mind drawn into

Slaves, adds greatly to the Iniquity. Friends 
appeared attentive to what was ſaid; ſome 
expreſſed a Care and Concern about their 
Negroes; none made any Objection, by 
Way of Reply to what I ſaid;; but the 
Query was admitted as they had altered it. 
As ſome of their Members have heretoſore 
traded in Negroes, as in other Merchandize, 
this Query being admitted, will be one Step 
farther than they have hitherto gone: And 
I did not ſee it my Duty to preſs ſor an 
Alteration; but felt eaſy to leave it all to 


him, who alone is able to turn the Hearts of 


the Mighty, and make Way for the ſpread- 
ing of Truth on the Earth, by Means agree- 
able to his infinite Wiſdom. But, in Regard

this Meeting I rode Home.

were ſearched to the Bottom; and we had a 
large Conference, which, I believe, was of 
Uſe to both of us, and am thavkful- that 
Way was opened for it. | 
On the fourteenth Day of the ſixth Month, 
in the ſame Year, having felt Drawings in 

my Mind to viſit Friends about Salem, and 
having the Approbation of our Monthly; 

meeting therein, 1 attended their Quarterly-

to their Houſes, and, in the Fear of the 


Lord, acquainted them with the Exerciſe 
I was under: And thus, ſometimes, by a 


few Words, [ found mylelf diſcharged from 


a heavy Burthen. 
After this, our Friend Joux Cnunch⸗ 
MAN, coming into our Province with a View 


to be at ſome Meetings, and to join again in 


the Viſit to thoſe who had Slaves, 1 bore 

him Company in the Taid Viſit to ſome active 

Members, and found inward Satisfaction. 
At our Vearly- meeting, in the Year 1759, 


we had ſome weighty Seaſons; where the 


Power of Truth was largely extended, to 
the ſtrengthening of the Honeſt- minded.

This Practice had long been a heavy Exer- 
ciſe to me, and have often waded 

mortifying Labours on that Account; and, 
at Times, in ſome Meetings been almolt 
alone therein. Now, obſerving the increaſ- 
ing Concern in our religious Beck's, and 
ſeeing how the Lord was raifing up and qua- 
lifying Servants for his Work, not only in 
this Reſpect, but for promoting the Cauſe 
of Truth in general, I was humb ly bowed in 
* Fhankfulneſs before him. 5 
This Meeting continued near a Wiek; ; 
and, for ſeveral Days, in the fore Part of ir; 
my Mind was drawn into a deep inward 
Stillnefs * and being, at Times, covered with 
the Spirit of Supplication, my Heart Was 
ſecretly poured out before the Lord: And, 
near the Concluſion of the Meeting for Baſi- 
neſs, Way opened, that, in the pure Flow- 
ings of divine Love, I expreſſed what lay 
upon me; which, as it then aroſe in my

roung Men, in one of theſe Provinces, to 
draughted, in order to be taken as Sol- 
diers; ſome were at that Time in great 
Diſtreßs, aud had Occaſion to conſider that 
their Lives had been too little conformable 
to the Purity and Spirituality of that Reli- 
gion which we profeſs, and found themſelves 
too little acquainted with that inward Humi- 
lity, in which true Fortitude to endure Hard- 
nefs for the Truth's Sake is experienced.

and oh! that theſe loud and awakening Cries 
may have a U Effect upon us, that 
heavier Chaſtiſement may not become neceſ- 
fary !

ward, may, for a ſhort Time, afford a 


pleaſing Proſpect; yet, while a ſelfiſh Spirit, 
that is not ſubject to the Croſs of Chriſt, 
continueth to ſpread and prevail, there can 
be no long Continuance in outward Peace 
and Tranquility.

Parts, and the Continuance of that Trade 
from thence to Guinea, made deep Impreſ- 
ſion on me; and my Cries were often put 
up to my heavenly Father in ſecret, that he 
would enable me to diſcharge my Duty 
faithfully, in ſuch Way as he might be pleaſ- 
ed to point out to me, 

We took Swanſea, Freetown, and Tanton, 
in our Way to Boſton; where alſo we had a 
Meeting; our Exerciſe was deep, and the 
Love of Truth prevailed, for which I bleſs 
the Lord, We went Eaſtward about eighty 
Miles beyond Boſton, taking Meetings, and 
were in a good Degree pteſcrved in an hum- 
ble Dependance on that Arm which drew 
us out; and, though we had ſome hard 
Labour with the Diſabedient, laying Things 
home and cloſe to fuch as were ſtour againſt - 
the. Truth; yet, through the Goodneſs of 
God, we had, at Times, to partake of hea-

Newport; where I underſtood that a large 
Number of Slaves were imported from Africa 
into that Town, and then on Sale by a Mem- 
ber of our Society. At this Meeting we met 
with JohN SroxER from England, ELIZA- 
BETH SHIPLEY, ANN GAUN T, HANNAH 
Fos TER, and Mercy REDMAN, from our 
Parts, all Miniſters of the Goſpel, of whoſe: 
Company I was glad. | 
At this Time my Appetite failed, and 1 | 
grew outwardly. weak, and had a Feeling 
of the Condition of Habbakuk, as there ex- 
preſſed: When I heard, my Belly trem- 
«« bled, my Lips quivered, trembled in

% Trouble ;” I had many Cogitations, and 
was ſorely diſtreſſed : And was defirous that 
Friends might petition . the Legiſlature, ' to

this Trade was a great Evil, and tended to 
multiply Troubles, and bring Diſtreſſes on 
the People in thoſe Parts, for whoſe Weltare

But I perceived ſeveral Difficulties in Re- 
gard to petitioning; and ſuch was the Exer- 
ciſe of my Mind, that I had Thought of en- 
deavouring to get an Opportunity to ſpeak. 
a few Words in the Houſe of Aſſembly, 

then ſitting in Town, This Exerciſe came 
upon me in the Afternoon, on the ſecond 
Day of the Tearly- meeting, and, going to 
Bed, I got no Sleep till my Mind was 
holy reſigned therein; and in the Morn- 
ing 1 enquired of a Friend how long the 
Aſſembly were likely to continue fitting ;- 
who. told me, they were expected to be . 
rogued that Day or the next. 

As I was deſirous to attend the Buſineſs of 
the Meeting, and perceived the Aſſembly 
were likely to depart before the Buſineſs was 
over; after conſiderable Exerciſe, humbly 
ſeeeking to the Lord for Inſtruction, my 
Mind ſettled to attend on the Buſineſs of the 
Meeting; on the laſt Day of which, I had 
prepared a ſnort Eſſay of a Petition, to be 
preſented to the Legiſlature, if Way open- 
ed: And being informed that there were 
ſome appointed, by that Tearly- meeting, to 
ſpeak with thoſe in Authority, in Caſes re-

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ſeveral of them, and ſhewed them che Eſſay 
I bad made; and after ward opened the Caſe 
in the Meeting for Buſineſs, in Subſtance as 
follows: | | 
46 J have been under a onen for ſome 
Time, on Account of the great Number of 
Slaves which are imported in this Colony; 
Jam aware that it is a tender Point to ſpeak 
to, but apprehend I am not clear in the Sight 
of Heaven without ſpeaking to it, I have 
prepared an Eſſay of a Petition, if Way 
open, to be preſented to the Legiſlature; 
and what I have to propoſe to this Meeting is, 
that ſome Friends may be named to withdraw. 
and look over it, and report whether theß 
believe it ſuitable to be read in the Meeting;

where, going on Shore, we found Room in 
a Publick-houſe, and Beds for a few of us, 
the reſt ſleeping on the Floor: We went on 
board again about Break of Day; and, 
though the Wind was ſmall, we were fa- 
voured to come within about four Miles of 
Nantucket 3 and then, about ten of us get- 
ting into our Boat, we rowed to the Har- 
bour before dark; whereupon a large Boat, 
going off, brought in the reſt of the Paſſen- 
gers about Midnight: The next Day but 
one was their Yearly- meeting, which held 
tour Days; the laſt of which was their 
Monthly-meeting for Buſineſs. We had a 
laborious Time amongſt them: Our Minds 
were cloſely exerciſed, and I believe it was a 
Time of great Searching of Heart: The 
longer I was om the Iſland, the more I be- 
came ſenſible that there was a conſiderable 
Number of valuable Friends there, though 
an evil Spirit, tending to Strife, had been at 
Work amongſt them: I was cautious of 
making any Viſits, but as my Mind was 
particularly drawn to them; and in that 
Way we had ſome Sittings in 'Friends

When Meeting was over, we all agreed 
to fail the next Day, if the Weather. was 

ſuitable and we well; and, being called up 

the latter Part of the Night, we went on 

board a Veſſel, being in lt about fifty; 

but, the Wind changing, the Seamen thought | 
| beſt to ſtay in the Harbour till it altered; 

ſo we returned on Shore; and, feeling clear 

as to any farther Viſits, I ſpent my Time in 
our Chamber chiefly alone; and, after ſome 
Hours, my Heart being filled with the Spirit 
of Supplication, my Prayers and Tears were 
poured out, before my heavenly Father, for 
his Help and Inſtruction in the manifold 
Difficulties which attended me in Life: 
And, while I was waiting the Lord, 
there came a Meſſenger from the Women 
Friends, who lodged at another Houſe, de- 
firing to confer with us about appointing a 
Meeting, which to me appeared weighty, as 
we had been at ſo many before; but, after 
a ſhort Conference, and adviſing with ſome 
elderly Friends, a Meeting was appomted, 
in which the Friend, who firſt moved it, 
and who had been much ſhut up before, was 
Jargely opened in the Love of the Goſpel : 
And the next Morning, about - * of 
TN” i ay 
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Day, going again on board the Veſſel, we 
reached Falmouih on the Main before Night; 
where our Horſes being brought, we pro- 
ceeded toward Sandwich Quarterly: meeting, 
Being two Days in going to Nantucket, 
and having been there once before, I obſerv- 
ed many Shoals in their Bay, which make 
Sailing more dangerous, eſpecially in ſtormy 
Nights; alſo, that a great Shoal, which en- 
| cloſes their Harbour, prevents their going in 
with Sloops, except when the Tide is up; 
waiting without which, for the Riſing of the 
Tide, is ſometimes hazardous in Storms; 
waiting within, they ſomeßimes miſs a fair 
Wind. I took Notice, that on that ſmall 
Iſland was a great Number of lahabitants, 
and the Soil not very fertile; the Timber ſo 
gone, that for Veſſels, Fences, and Fire- 
wood, they depend chiefly on the buying 
irom the Main; the Coſt whercof, with 
moſt of their other Expences, they depend 
principally upon the-W hale-fiſhery to anſwer. 
I conlidered, that as Towns grew larger, 
and Lands near navigable Waters more 
cleared, Timber and Wood require more 
Labour to get it: I underſtood that the 
Whales being much hunted, and ſometimes. 
wounded and not killed, grew more ſhy and 
difficult to come at: I conſidered that the 
Formation of the Earth, the Seas, the Iflands, - 
Bays, and Rivers, the Mations of the Winds 
and great Waters, Which caule Bars and 
8 N Shoals 
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Shoals in particular Places, were all the 
Works of him who is perfect Wiſdom and 
Goodneſs ; and, as People attend to his 
heavenly Inſtruction, and put their Truſt in 
him, he provides for them in all Parts where 
he gives them a Being. And as, in this Viſit 
to theſe People, 1 felt a ftrong Deſire for 
their firm Eſtabliſhment on the ſure Founda- 
tion, beſides what was ſaid more publickly, 
I was concerned to ſpeak with the Women 
Friends, in their Monthly- meeting of Buſi- 
neſs, many being preſent; and, in the freſn 
Spring of pure Love, to open before them 
the Advantage, both inward and outward,

by their Enemies; and of their Bruiſes and 


great Wearineſs in chaſing one another over 


| the Rocks and Mountains; and of their reſt- 
leis, unquiet; State of Mind, who live in this 


Spirit 3 and of the Hatred which mutually : - 
grows up in the Minds of the Children of 


thoſe Nations engaged in War with each 
other: ' During theſe Meditations, the Drſire 


to cheriſh the Spirit of Love and Peace 
amongſt theſe People aroſe very freſh in me.

The Lands near 
the Sea are conveniently ſituated for fiſhing; 


the Lands near the Rivers, where the Tides 


flow, and ſome above, are in many Places 
fertile, and not mountainous; while the Run 
ning of the Tides makes paſſing up and 
down eaſy with any Kind of Traffic. Thoſe 
Natives have, in ſome. Places, for trifling 
Conſiderations, ſold their Inheritance ſo fa- 
vourably ſituated ; and, in other Places, 

been driven back by ſuperior Force: So that 
in many Places, as their Way of clothing 
themſelves is now altered from what is was, 
and they, far remote from us, have to paſs 
over Mountains, Swamps, and barren De- 
ſarts, Travelling is very troubleſome, in 
bringing their Skins 78 Furs to trade | 
with us.

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Love had made me willing thus to leave my 
Family to come and ſee the Indians, and 
4 ark with them in their Houſes. Some of 
appeared kind and friendly. So we

to the. Houſe of an Indian, called Jacos 
ä who had killed his Hog and 
the Women were making ſtore of Bread, and 
preparing to move up the River. Here our 
Pilots Jett their Canoe when they came down 
in the Spring, which lying dry, was leaky ; 
ſo that we, being detained ſome Hours, had 
a good deal of friendly Converſation with 


the Family; and, eating Dinner with them, 


ve made them fine ſmall Preſents. Then, 


putting our Baggage in the Canoe, ſome of 
them puſhed ſlowly up the Stream, and the 


reſt of us rode our Horſes; and ſwimming 


them over a Creek, called Labawahamunk, 
we pitched our Tent a little above it, there 
being a Shower in the Evening: And, in a 


Senſe of God's Goodneſs in helping me in | 


my Diſtreſs, ſuſtaining 'me under Trials, 
and inclining my Heart to truſt in him, 
1 lay down in an humble bowed - Frame 
of Mind, and bad a comfortable 4 


Lodging. 
On the fifteenth 3 r. the ſixth Month, 


we proceeded dere till the Afternoon; 
when, a Storm appearing, we met our Canoe

On the ſixteenth Day, we nnd, on our 
Way, abundance of Trees blown down with 


the Storm the Day before; and had Occa- 


ſion reverently to conſider the kind Dealings 
of the Lord, who provided a ſaſe Place for 
us in a Valley, while this Storm continued. 
By che falling of abundance of Trees acroſs _ 
our Path, we were much hindered, and in 
ſome Swamps our Way was ſo ſtopped, that 
we got through with extreme Difficulty. 


I had this ay often to conſider myſelf as : 


a Sojourner in this World ; and a Belief in 


the All-ſufficiency of God to ſupport his 


People in their Pilgrimage felt comtortable 
to me; and I was induſtriouſiy employed to 
get to a State of perfect Reſignation. 

We ſeldom ſaw our Canoe but at appoint- 
ed Places, by reaſon of the Path going off 
from the River; and, this Afternoon, Jos 
CHILAWAY, an Indian from Mebalooſing, 
who talks good Engliſh, and is acquainted 
with rok. Pens in and about Philagel- 


 phia, met our People on the River; and,

puſhed back about ſix Miles, and came to

After a While, we heard a 
Cankſhell blow ſeveral Times, and then 
came Joux Curtis, and another Indian 
Man, who kindly invited us into. a Houſe 
near the Town, where we ſound, 1 ſuppoſe, |, 
about ſixty People fitting in Silence; and. 
after ſitting a ſhort Time, I ſtood up, and 
mn ſome.

T have found that too much Labour in 
- the Summer heats the Blood, that taking 
ſtrong Drink to ſupport the Body under 
ſuch Labour, increaſeth that Heat, and 
though a Perſon may be ſo far temperate 
as not to manifeſt the leaſt Diſorder, yet 
the Mind, in ſuch a Circumſtance, doth - 
not retain that Calmneſs and. Serenity which 
we ſhould endeavour to live in. : 
Thus toiling in the Heat, and drinking 
ſtrong Liquor, makes Men more reſolute, 
and leſs conſiderate, and terids very much 
to diſqualify from ſucceſsfully following 
him who is meek and low of Heart. 
As laying out Buſineſs, more than is 
conſiſtent with pure Wiſdom, is an Eyil, 
ſo this Evil frequently leads into more. 
Too much Buſineſs leads to Hurry. In 
the Hurry and Toil too much ſtrong 
Drink is often uſed, and hereby many

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1 feel ſincere Deſires in my Heart that no 
Rent, nor Intereſt, might be laid ſo high 
as to be a Snare to Tenants, That no 
Deſires of Gain may draw any too far in 
Buſineſs. That no Cares to ſupport Cu- 
ſtoms, which have not their Foundation in 
pure Wiſdom, may have Place in our 
Minds, but that we may build on the ſure 
Foundation, and feel our Holy Shepherd 
to lead us, who alone is able to preſerve 
us, and bring forth from every Ting 
which defiles. 

Having ſeveral Times, in my Travels, 
had Opportunity to obſerve the Labour 
and Manner of Life of great Numbers of 
Slaves, it appears to me that the true 
Medium is lamentably neglected by many, 
who aſſign them their Portion of Labour. 
Without ſaying much at this Time, 
concerning buy ing and ſelling Men fer 
Term of Life, W have as 1 a Right 
to Liberty as we have; nor aha the great 
M.iſeries, and Effulion of Blood, conſe- 
quent to promotipg the Slave: trade, and 
to ſpeak as favourably as may be, with 
regard to continuing thoſe, in Bondage 
who are amongft us, we cannot ſay there 
is no Partiality in it; for whatever Ten- 
derneſs may be manifeſted by Indivi- 
duals in their Life-time towards them, 
yet for People to be tranſmitted from a 


Man to * oſterity, in the helpleſs Con- 


B 2 dition « 
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dition» of Slaves, appears inconſiſtent with 
the Nature of the Goſpel Spirit. From 


ſuch Proceedings it often follows, that 


Perſons in the Decline of Life, are deprived 
of Monies equitably due to them, and 
committed to the Care, and ſubjected to 
the abſolute Power of young unexperienced 
Men, who know but little about the Weak- 
neſs of old Age, nor underſtand the Lan- 
- guage of declining Life. 


Where Parents give their Eſtates to their 


Children, and then depend on them for 


a Maintainance, they ſometimes meet with 


great Inconveniencies; but if the Power 


of Poſſeſſion, thus obtained, doth often 
reverſe the Obligations of Gratitude and 
filial Duty, and makes manifeſt, that 
[Youth are often ignorant of the Language 
of old Age, how hard is the Caſe of 
ancient Negroes, who deprived, of the 


| Wages equitably due to them, are left to 


young People, who have been uſed to look 
them as their Inferiors. | 
For Men to behold the Fruits by PID 
Labour withheld from them, and poſſeſſed 
by others, and in old Age find themſelves 


deſtitute of thoſe comfortable Accommo- 


dations, and that tender Regard which 


their Time of Life requires: 


When they feel Pains and Stiffneſs. in 
their Joints and Limbs, Weakneſs of Ap-

toward them; for our Heavenly Father 
doth not require us to do Evil, that Good 
may come of it; and it is needful that 
we deeply examine ourſelves, leſt we get 
entangled in the Wiſdom of this World, 
and, through wrong Apprehenſions, take 
ſuch Methods in Education, as may prove 
a great Injury to the Minds ot our 
Children.

Children ; and when they are ſent to ſuch

is a Caſe much to be lamented. 

While, a pious Tutor hath the Charge . 
of no more Children than he can take due

who are not en and his Labours 
not only tend to bring them forward in 


outward Learning, but to open their 


Underſtandings with reſpect to the true 


Chriſtian Life; but where a Perſon hath 
Charge of too many, and his Thoughts 


and Time are ſo much employed in the 
outward - Affairs of his School, that he 


does not ſo weightily attend to the Spirit 


and Conduct of each Individual, as to be 
enabled to adminiſter rightly to all in due 
Seaſon ; through ſuch Omiſſion he not
